Mr,  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  upon  the 
Health  of  your  District  for  the  year  1959© 

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  3y020  shows  that  there 
has  been  no  numerical  population  change  upon  the  preceding  year  - or  in  other 
words,  the  slight  falling  trend  shown  during  the  years  1954  - 1957  haB  become 
stabilised.  These  variations  being,  in  any  case,  but  very  slight  and  not 
attributable  to  any  changing  environmental  factor.  During  the  25  years-, 
following  1931  there  had  been  a population  increase  of  approximately  500  persons. 

The  area  of  this  essentially  urban  community  (with  an  agricultural 
periphery)  amounts  to  4,494  acres.  The  current  Rateable  Value  of  £50,587 
should  be  concisdered  in  conjunction  with  a reassessment  and  therefore  cannot 
be  compared  accurately  with  the  former  yearfe  figure  of  £38,378. 

The  Penny  Rate  productivity  for  the  1959/1960  period  amounted  to 

£209, 


The  Birth  Rate  continues  to  fluctuate,  the  corrected  rates  for  the 
last  three  years  have  been  15,4  (England  and  Wales  l6,l);  13,9  (England  and  Wales 

16,4) J 17,8  (England  and  Wales  16,4)  and  currently  17,8  (England  and  Wales  16,5), 
The  current  figure  for  the  county  is  16,7,  In  connection  with  this  rather  higher 
Birth  Rate,  it  is  well  to  note  that  further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  field  of 
bettered  domestic  accommodation  - as  is  shown  by  the  increase  in  Council  and 
private-house  completion,  by  the  completion  of  the  Council’s  scheme  for  the 
modernisation  of  pre-war  council  houses  and  by  the  number  of  applications  for 
Improvement  Grants  for  older  properties  - as  detailed  in  the  Public  Health 
Inspector’s  Report, 

The  Stillbirth  Rate  per  1,000  estimated  population  has  dropped 
appreciably  from  its  former  level  of  1,0  ,.:to  the  current  figure  of  0,33  which 
compares  with  the  corresponding  figures  for  England  and  Wales  and  for  the 
county  of,  respectively,  0,36  and  0,48. 

A study  of  the  Causes  of  Death  does  not  reflect  any  appreciable  rise 
of  any  particular  cause  of  death  that  could  be  attributable  to  environmental 
factors.  Although  there  is  apparently  a national  upward  trend  towards  deaths 
from  Cardiac  causes,  that  trend  is  not  revealed  in  this  district.  The  corrected 
Death  Rate  per  1,000  population  at  10,53  compares  with  the  earlier  11,1  and 
also  with  11,6  for  England  and  Wales  and  with  12,6  for  the  county.  There  has 
been  no  significant  preponderance  of  deaths  as  between  the  two  sexes.  There 
having  been  an  epidemic  of  measles  in  1958,  only  seven  isolated  notifications  of 
this  disease  have  occurred.  Due  to  the  public  having  taken  advantage  of  protective 
measures  provided  by  the  County  Health  Authority,  there  have  only  been  seven 
notifications  of  whooping  cough.  The  four  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  were  of 
the  respiratory  variety  but  all  were  aged  44  and  over.  There  were  no  cases  of 
Poliomyelitis,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that,  as  the  Ministry  of  Health  makes  available 
more  vaccine  for  use  by  Local  Authorities,  so  will  be  public  respond  in  its  own 
interest.  Protective  immunisation  is  carried  out  by  general  medical  practitioners 
as  well  as  in  the  welfare  clinics  maintained  by  the  Local  Health  Authority, 
Additionally,  evening  sessions  are  projected  for  those  made  eligible  by  the 
Ministry,  according  to  age  groups. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Conway  reported  satisfactorily  upon 
the  44  mains  water  samples. 

Although  consideration  was  given  by  the  Council  to  take  action  under 
Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  of  1948  relative  to  an  old  woman, 
and  although  removal  was  attempted,  in  the  presence  of  the  daughter  and  son-in-law, 
that  removal  was  abortive.

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  Section  20  of  the 
Milk  & Dairies  Regulations  of  1949. 

The  fifteen  Ice  Cream  samples  amnufactured  outside  the  district 
(but  sold  within  it)  were  reported  upon  satisfactorily,  bacteriologically. 

In  conclusion,  I should  yet  again,  like  to  thank  the  Chairman 
and  Members  for  their  interest,  and  the  Clerk,  Public  Health  Inspector, 
and  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  willing  co-operation  and  help.

VACCINATION  AND  IM^miSATION. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

A total  number  of  43  children  were  vaccinated  for  the  first  time  during  the  year 
and  11  others  were  re-vaccinated. 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Chest  Physician  in  collaboration  with 
the  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff.  The  scheme  provides  for  the  vaccination 
of  new-born  infants  born  into  tuberculous  households  and  of  tuberculin  negative 
contacts  of  known  cases.  During  1959,  12  such  vaccinations  were  carried  out  in 
the  district. 

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation. 

A total  number  of  49  children  were  immunised  for  the  first  time  against  Diphtheria 
during  the  year,  and  45  were  immunised  against  Whooping  Cough.

REPORT PUBLIC _HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEAR  1959. 


T&  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

I have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  my  report  on  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  during  the  year  1959. 


HOUSING; 

The  8 houses  at  Craig  y Don  commenced  in  195H  were  completed  during  the 
year.  4 in  January  and  4 in  April.  The  6 new  dwellinghouses  at  Lon  Bach 
were  commenced  in  August  but  none  were  completed  during  the  year.  Building 
was  therefore  at  a standstill  from  April  to  August,  a period  during  which 
excellent  building  weather  was  lost.  During  December  the  4 flats  at  Bethesda 
Street  were  started. 

LETTING; 

The  Council  continued  to  make  use  of  their  points  scheme  in  the  selection 
of  tenants. 

A special  report  was  submitted  to  the  Council  on  the  importance  of  selecting 
tenants  in  such  a way  that  a house  wherever  possible  becomes  fully  occupied,  and 
to  give  reasonable  preference  to  persons  who  were  occupying  insanitary  or 
overcrowded  houses.  The  Council  were  also  asked  to  consider  the  transfer  of 
families,  to  encourage  suitable  exchanges,  and  if  considered  advisable  to  give 
assistance  in  the  removal  of  furniture. 

The  8 houses  at  Craig  y Don  were  let  as  follows 

4 to  families  sharing  a house. 

1 to  a family  from  an  unfit  house, 

1 to  a family  overcrowded  and  living  in  another  district, 

1 to  a family  on  health  grounds. 

1 to  a family  connected  with  industry, 

16  existing  houses  became  vacant  during  the  year, 

1 was  let  to  a family  from  an  unfit  house, 

3 to  overcrowded  families. 

6 to  families  from  substandard  houses, 

6 to  families  connected  with  industry,  etc, 

PRIVATE  DEVELOPMENT; 

In  January  one  private  house  was  under  construction.  5 new  houses  were 
started  during  the  year  and  of  the  6 houses,  2 were  completed  leaving  4 houses 
under  construction  in  December, 

IMPROVHiENTS; 


During  the  year  the  two  houses  at  Burwen  were  provided  with  water  closets, 
septic  tank,  bathrooms  and  hot  water.  This  completed  the  work  of  modernising 
the  Council's  pre-war  houses, 

GRANTS; 

All  applications  received  during  the  year  were  favourably  considered. 

Much  preliminary  work  and  consultations  took  place  with  owners  and  architects 
regarding  most  of  the  schemes  before  submission  to  the  Council. 

19  applications  were  received  and  approved  including  2 for  standard  grants. 
The  tcfe.1  amount  of  grant  approved  in  respect  of  the  17  ordinary  applications 
was  £4,260,
